Benediot, that he would not allow his actions 
to bə criticiaed, amd that those who did not think proper to oboy 
him must tury out of the monestery. He algo atated that ho should 
put the refractory brethren to penanos, and that if the doors wore 
not open to him ће abould enter by force with в body of police 
men 

“ Suoh was Ше state of affairs up to Sunday, when the monastery 
ohapel was the scene of most disgraceful proceedings on the part of 
an excited mob. ‘The oongregstion prinoipslly consisted of 
members of the third order, who were favourable to Ignatius, and 
opposed to the courss which had beem taken by the monks iu his 
absenoo. The sorvica wae continually interrupted by lewd and 
irreverent observations, aud at the conclusion some of the most 
excited of tho mob went so far as to attempt personal violence to 
the brethren. Brother Maurus told them, in the couree of 
sormon, that if they wonld wait patiently and defer their jadgment, 
they would hear a correct atatemont of tno affair: that shams were 
detestable to honest men and Englishmen; that of all ehems the 
most deteatable was & eham monk; and that thoy who had been 
left in the monastery were determined not to be shams. All re- 
monstranze failed to appease the excitement of the mob, and whilst

“On Tuesday evening affaira assumed a totally different раме, 


the monastery being taken possession of by three bailiffs, who en-

His poor wife's mind hed been sfiected by this сонш 
end among the delusions which afüicted her was the notion that he treat 
her unkindly. He had never dove eo, and God only knew wha: he had 
auffered om Fer account. Мг. Humphreys, the second clerk, asked ker how 
it was she desired to return to her husband if he constantly ili-:1cated her. 
Mra. Wardell replied that she hoped he would be kinder. Sbe had been 
eraecuted by neighbours, and hed gore out to avoid them. Me. Flowers: 
Büpposmg I send you back to the werkhouse for а few deys to see it you 
quite recover. Mrs, Warcell said she had no objection to tnis, and thought 
it would be the best thing to do. The busband said he should be very g'ad 
to take her back home if she would return with him. Ніз only anxiety 
was to get her restored.
